AYith the two Kyles tliero wero ten 


mountain men in the still homo that 
night. They were physically strong and 
brave, just i he fellows for soldiers, vet 
not one of them had been in tho armv. 
Nearly all of them had been conscripted, 
and when I expressed surprise nt their 


ablo M avoid the service, they 
beini 
Ivngiicil, and declared with lunch priilo 
tint tliey had "desartcd," nnd they "al- 
lowed that if any .sojers had come into 
the hills to take wo mis, they'd a had a 
Q— il si;.;ht harder lime of hit than if 
they nm into the Yanks." And these, 
I have every reason to believe, fairly 
represented the men of the Blue Ridge 
from \Yest Virginia down to Alabama. 


Not a man of the party could reail, 


and their ignorance of the ontside world 
was astounding. 
They were loud in 


their denunciation of "niggahs and 
Yanks," and setmerl to have only the 
vaguest notion of the causes that led up 
to the war; but they took no pains to 
conceal their contempt for the "Con- 
federacy," principally, it would seera, 
because of the conscription and the tax 
in kind. Stories of Sherman's advance 
on Atlanta had reached them, but so 
long as he kept away from "Old Haber- 
sham" they did not care if he overran 
the state; i 
. t.bey rather hoped that 


b« wonld do so, and they were par- 
ticularly anxious that he should catch 
and hang "OM Joe Brown," then the 
governor of Georgia. 


That night Bell and I slept in one of 


the beds with two of tha children. Tho 
oldest girl and another lot of children 
slept in the trandlebed, and Si Kyle, his 
wife and the rest of the family occnpied 
the bed across the way. The whole ar- 
rar.gc-mem was entirely primitive and 
nnconveiitii-nal. 


After breakfast the next morning Mr. 


Kyle, after refusing pay for his ho:p:ta!- 
ity, placed some corn bread, bacon aud 
a oottle of whisky in a bag. which he 
gave to Btll; thtn he accompanied ns 
for_Eeveral miles. He gave ns directions 
which, if followed out, he a-sured us 
would take us. "without hurt or harm,"
